The Speaker took the chair at 3 0’clock. — 
- Rev. Edson Marshall read the prayer. 


_ This being the First Day of the Fourth Session of the First 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta for the despatch of business 
pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour George Hedley Vicars 
Bulyea, Lieutenant Governor, and the House having met, His Honour 
entered the House and having taken his seat on the Throne was 
pleased to open the Session by the following Gracious Speech: 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is with great pleasure that I weleome you to the Fourth 
Session of the First Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 

Our thanks are due to Divine Providence for the increasing 
prosperity of the Province and for its exemption from material 
disasters. Our sympathies have been evoked diring the year by 
the terrible forest fires in the neighbouring Province of British Columbia, 
marked especially by the destruction of the City of Fernie, and our 
admir tion has been equally evoked by the firmness with which that 
catastrophe has been met. The recent earthquake in Italy calls 
also for the expression of our heartfelt sympathy and is an awful 
reminder of our mortal state. 

The continuation of peace within and without the Empire is 
a matter for sincere gratitude and I trust that the wisdom of those 
in control of affairs may preserve it inviolate. 

The year has been marked by the celebration of the 300th anni- 
versary of the landing of Champlain in the St. Lawrence. The 
festivities at Quebec, honoured as they were by the gracious presence 
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of the Heir Apparent, were, of course, primarily of a Canadian and 
Imperial character. They served, however, to emphasize the good 
understanding between the mother countries of the two races to 
which our Dominion mainly owes its settlement, as well as the fact 
that within the Dominion itself division between those races has 
ceased to exist. 

The relation of Canada with the United States show continued 
improvement, and a desire on either side of the line to cement the 
friendship so necessary to both. The good offices of His Majesty's 
Ambassador at Washington, The Right Honourable James Bryce, 
have been of the greatest service in this regard. An invitation 
has been issued to His Excellency the Governor General, and to 
The Right Honourable Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and has been accepted 
by them to take part in the conference for the preservation of the 
natural resources of the Continent which is to be held at Washington, 
which should be fraught with valuable results with respect to our 
forests, water powers and minerals. 

° In commercial and agricultural affairs the year has been marked 

by the gradual restoration of normal conditions and by a bountiful 
harvest. The prosperity of the farmers and their renewed ability 
to meet payments have at once been reflected in tne financial con- 
dition of the commercial classes and in an impulse to the flow of 
immigration. 

The great problem of transportation facilities has been re- 
ceiving the most anxious consideration of my Government. In 
the vast country to the north of us with all its agricultural and 
mineral possibilities, and in the mining and wheat producing districts 
of the south, the Province has two assets of which the value can only 
be guessed until they have been penetrated and traversed by rail- 
ways. The south country is already tapped but it needs, and will 
need as time goes on in an increasing measure, more and more arteries 
through which its riches can flow. The north has not at present a 
single line, and-without a line it is impossible to measure the vastness 
of its future. Several Bills will be submitted for your approval 
authorizing my government to assist the railway development of 
the country. Both north and south will be found to be cared for 
in the Bills presented. The already existing facilities in the centre 
of the Province will be very considerably implemented. | 

The municipal requirements of the Province in so far as the cities 
are concerned have been heretofore met by special charters, but 
it appears desirable that provision should be made for uniformity 
- in this respect. A Bill will be presented to you with this end in view. 

My Government will submit to you two Bills dealing with the 
Constitution of this House. A Bill respecting the Legislative As- 
sembly provides for an increase in the number of representatives 
corresponding to the increase in the population of the country and 
enabling the people more accurately and readily to give expression to 
their wishes. The necessary proposals as to the redistribution 
of seats have been framed carefully with these ends in view. | 

An Election Bill substitutes arrangements more in line with the 
new Provincial life than were provided by the Territorial Ordinance 
which worked sufficiently well in a sparsely settled country but the 
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machinery of which was unsuited to modern conditions. The Bill 
is based on a system providing for the registration of voters. A 
careful review of the existing Provincial Acts has resulted in the 
compilation of a measure which it is thought embodies the best 
features of all and will I trust meet with your unanimous approval. 

A Bill will be submitted to you entitled a Children’s Protection 
Bill. Experience has shown that with the growth of population 
in the Province there is increasing need for care and watchfulness 
in this regard. The Bill will give powers to take charge of children 
who have offended against the law or are in danger of being thrown 
into this position and will enable them to be placed. and kept in 
healthy surroundings in foster-homes on farms or elsewhere, under 
indenture. I trust that such provision will have a benef cial effect 
on a class that is assured of our most careful attention. 

In a previous Session it was provided that the care and main- 
tenance of the insane should not be thrown entirely on the public 
but that the estate of the patient should contribute equitably. This 
policy has to some extent been carried out but it has been hampered 


_ by the lack of an official guardian and the necessity of applying to 


the Courts for the appointment of a guardian in each case, thus 
involving the estate and the Province in unnecessary legal expenses. 
An amendment to the Act concerning Insane Persons will be pre- 
sented to you appointing the Attorney General official guardian of the 
estates of such persons, thus enabling him economically to carry 
out his present discretionary powers. 

Legislation embodying other necessary amendments to. the 
Statute Law of the Province will also be laid before you. 

The Public Accounts and Estimates will be laid before vou at an 
early date. 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE. ASSEMBLY: 


In submitting these measures to your consideration I think 
I may legitimately refer to the beneficient effects of your past labours. 

In connection with the development of the country the work 
done by the Department of Pubile Works has been of marked valuc. 
Roads, bridges and ferries have brought men into closer touch with 
one another and facilitated the outflow of their products. The 
Government Telephone System is furthering this work. Many 
public buildings have been completed or are in the course of erection. 
A good beginning has been made of the future home of this Assembly 
upon the hill above us. 

The revenue of the Province has been handled by the Treasury 
with economy and accuracy. 7 

Education has been facilitated all over the Province. A large 
number of new School Districts have been organized and the interests 
of higher education has been materially advanced. 

The Agricultural Department has availed itself of the machinery 
placed at its disposal by various Acts and has materiaily assisted 
in the development of the wealth of -the country. Co-operation 


both in the production and marketing of the principal agricultural 
See products has brought substantial returns to the pockets of the farmers. 
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The fight against weeds, fire and other enemies has been carried 
out unflinchingly to the general good. BREE E REE eh & 
Administration of justice has been. facilitated and simplified 
by the Supreme and District Courts Acts. Many who had previously 
to make long and expensive journeys to obtain judicial adjustment of | 
their affairs now have courts held periodically almost at their doors. *¥ 

Everywhere the new Provincial life which is stirrig so strongly 
around us has been guided and fostered. « 

I feel assured that the measures which I have mentioned, to- 
gether with others which may be introduced will receive your most 
careful consideration and that your deliberations will conduce,"as 
in the past, to the prosperity and well-being of the Province. _
